‘Huge leap’in fight to save day centre 


PROFESSIONAL day care services for older 
people could soon be returning to Honiton, 
after community leaders celebrated a “huge 
leap forward” in their bid to save the St 
Michael’s day centre. 

Dedicated volunteers fighting to secure the build¬ 
ing’s future have now struck a deal with county coun¬ 
cil chiefs to provide day care services at the building 
for three-and-a-half days a week. 

They will now seek to establish a community inter¬ 
est company to help them raise enough money to get 
the project off the ground later this year. 

A small group of volunteers came together soon 
after Devon County Council announced it would no 
longer be able to cover the cost of day services for 
older people at St Michael’s. 

Under a new name - provisionally the ‘Honiton 55+ 
Centre’ - the group hopes to recruit two paid members 
of staff to work alongside an army of volunteers in 
restoring regular day care services at the building. 

The group plans to provide clients with the option 
of full or half-day visits, with a regular lunch club and 
coffee mornings also in the pipeline. 

Around £6,000 has already been contributed to help 
kick-start the project, and those leading the scheme 
say they are confident of raising the money required. 

Jackie Wadsworth, whose elderly mother is a former 
user of the St Michael’s day centre, began the project 
last year and is now being supported by a team of vol¬ 
unteers. 

“The idea was first raised at Christmas, when my 
mother was upset about having to say goodbye to the 
many friends she had made at St Michael’s,” she said. 

“The first six months is going to be very hard graft 
for whoever is involved, but we will start slowly and 
gradually build things up.” 

John Zarczynski, who was appointed the group’s 
chairman at a meeting last week, said: “We have had 
promises of substantial donations and will be able to

apply for grants from a long list of sources. So we feel 
we will have enough money to make the commitment 
as far as staffing is concerned. 

“But the important thing is that we have had the 
offer from the council - we have made a huge leap 
forward by securing the three-and-a-half days. 

“There will be many more hurdles to clear but we 
have jumped the first one.” 

As well as providing a service for former clients of 
St Michael’s, Mr Zarczynski said the group wants to 
extend the building to anyone over the age of 55. 

They also want to expand the scope of the service 
over time, with a long-term vision to provide a bene¬ 
fits clinic and treatment room at the centre. 

Mr Zarczynski added: “It sounds like a great deal 
for us to organise, but it’s

“Some of them will miss their friends and their sur¬ 
roundings. We will give them the chance to come 
back,” he said. 

Neil Hurlock, from the TRIP Community Transport 
Association, has also stepped in to manage the fi¬ 
nances. 

Mr Hurlock said a substantial donation had already 
been made towards the project, with some of the 
money to be used to set up the company and produce 
a business plan. 

And the group is already looking ahead to August, 
by which time they hope to have the service up and 
running.

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Activist sentenced after protest 


A HONITON woman has been 
sentenced at a London magis¬ 
trates’ court, after she took part in 
a protest supporting fathers’ rights. 

Carol Wheeler, 41, climbed on 
top of the Hyde Park archway in 
central London last August, as part 
of a demonstration by the New Fa¬ 
thers 4 Justice and Humanworth 
campaign groups. 

Along with six other activists, 
she mounted the landmark early 
on August 12th during an interna¬ 
tional protest against the “corrupt”

family courts. 

A statement released by the 
group at the time, said: “We are re¬ 
sponsible protestors and our rules 
are simple - no damage and no 
abuse.” 

But all six were later detained 
by the Metropolitan Police on 
suspicion of aggravated trespass, 
causing a public nuisance 


and suspicion of criminal dam¬ 
age. 

The defendants appeared at 
Westminster Magistrates’ Court 
last Friday (April 10th), where 
Carol Wheeler received a condi¬ 
tional discharge of nine months 
for her role in the protest. 

A band of other activists also ar¬ 
rived in the public gallery to sup¬ 
port the defendants, and the New 
Fathers 4 Justice campaign admit¬ 
ted they had caused a “fracas” dur¬ 
ing the two-day trial.

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Museum tracks down copy 
of 17th century town survey 


A COPY of a historic document is one of the new 
attractions at Seaton Museum, writes ANDERS 
LARSSON. 

The 1682 survey of the Manor of Seaton could be 
described as an early form of a census as it lists 
every property, its layout, name and age of occu¬ 
piers, and conditions of lease. 

Museum curator Ted Gosling has been aware of 
the survey for some time, but has not managed to 
get hold of a copy before. 

In Mr Gosling’s The Book of Seaton, he wrote: “A 
survey of the Manor of Seaton was made by Robert 
Leigh at a Court Leet and Court Baron held on April 
26th 1682. 


“Such courts were the origins of our democratic 
local government. 

“The Court Leet was in theory a royal court with 
the Lord of the Manor as the delegate of the King. 

“Through the Court Baron, the manor adminis¬ 
trated the tenancies held by favour of the Lord.” 

The original is kept at Somerset Heritage Centre 
(formerly Somerset Record Office) from where the 
museum ordered a copy. 

Mr Gosling told Pulman’s View: “We have never 
had a copy before. It is probably the earliest and 
most important document of Seaton. 

“It is all written in early English style, and it 
shows what Seaton was like then.”

Painting Modigliani in gouache at art society

IF MEMBERS of Honiton Art

As she continued to build up 
the layers of colour, Annette hap¬ 
pily engaged in a lively discus¬ 
sion with her audience on 
different aspects of art and paint¬ 
ing.

Former RBL chaplain 
speaks in Axminster 


AXMINSTER RBL 
Women’s Section 

THE Venerable Frank Johnson 
was guest speaker at the RBL 
Axminster Women's Section 
March meeting. 

For a number of years Frank 
acted as Chaplain to the Royal 
British Legion, a charity which 
he both admires and supports. 

Members heard about the var¬ 
ious conflicts from the last cen¬ 
tury and the most recent one in 
Afghanistan, the latter com¬ 
memorated at a special service 
in St Paul's Cathedral. 

Throughout both World Wars 
and other conflicts, the courage 
and dedication of people who 
fought to combat evil and protect 
the freedom that this country 
enjoys was highlighted with 
many individual examples. 

Last year we commemorated 
the 100th anniversary of the 
Great War and this year we will 
see the 70th anniversary of vic¬ 
tory in Europe in May followed by 
VJ Day in August. 

Former WAAF and president of 


the Women's Section, Audrey 
Lanchbery, was a young woman 
during World War II and branch 
member John Glanville-Smith 
fought in France as a young 
Captain, a reminder to fellow 
Legion members of their dedica¬ 
tion and bravery at a time 
when this country fought for 
survival. 

Tribute was paid to many hum¬ 
ble and brave soldiers, one ex¬ 
ample being Irvin Roberts, 
imprisoned by the Japanese, 
whose Christian faith was 
matched by his great courage. 

Caring for fellow soldiers bat¬ 
tling dysentery and malaria as 
they laboured, working and car¬ 
ing for them as they succumbed 
to the disease, until he too also 
died. 

The importance of remem¬ 
brance, continuing to commem¬ 
orate the sacrifice of those who 
fought for our liberty is essential 
in order to remind others of the 
debt owed by the courage and 
commitment of so many over 
the years. 


PHOENIX LADIES CLUB (Axminster) 

JOHN Scott recounted a fascinating history of Beer Caves over the cen¬ 
turies, informing members of Axminster's Phoenix Ladies Club that stone 
from the caves have been used to build such historic edifices as Westmin¬ 
ster Abbey, the Tower of London, Windsor Castle, Hampton Court and St 
Paul's Cathedral. In addition, the caves have to provided stone for 24 cathe¬ 
drals built throughout the UK. 

Quarried over the centuries, mainly by candlelight, the caves span 75 acres 
underground; this equates to 100 football pitches, which is an extraordinary 
feat of engineering. The work was undertaken by men, women and children 
who worked for little recompense in appalling conditions and with the stone 
being cut by hand. 

Artefacts discovered over the centuries relate to Roman coins and a 
brooch from the bronze age; the Saxons and Normans also quarried stone 
and work continued until production ceased early last century. 

Children aged eight were employed at a Ip a week to replace candles in the 
caves, despite the fact that children under 14 years were forbidden by law 
to be employed. Working in awful conditions, men were forced to pay for five 
tallow candles to illuminate the caves as they worked, often working for 16 
hours a day. 

If the stone they quarried cracked, then no payment was received and 
consequently many families went hungry. Bearing in mind that a four ton 
block had to be cut out, by hand, every day, the appalling conditions and 
abysmal pay not to mention the dangerous work makes us appreciate cur¬ 
rent working conditions, including today's health and safety rules and reg¬ 
ulations. 

Our thanks to Mr Scott for providing a in-depth insight to our forefathers 
whose monuments exist today as a testimony to their endeavours and in 
many cases, tragic deaths. 

Following the raffle and tea break, members enjoyed a talk by fellow mem¬ 
ber, Marcia Wilmott who recounted her years as a Police Constable in the 
mid-1960s, illustrating her work through photographs and other memora¬ 
bilia. 

A fascinating account of life in the police force 50 years ago before women 
were allowed on the front line. Their contribution was invaluable at a time 
when life was much different to the times in which we now live.

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Parking restrictions have 
made road safer for users 


Little enthusiasm at district 
for dealing with Seaton affairs 


■ IN reply to the article “Petition over parking restrc- 
tions” (Pulman’s View From Seaton, April 7th), I 
would like to make the following comments and ob¬ 
servations. 

As a resident of Seaton Down Road I must state that 
the road now flows, in part, freely in both directions 
without the obstruction of parked vehicles making it 
both safer for residents and users. Since the introduc¬ 
tion of a large supermarket in the town and housing de¬ 
velopment, traffic, especially heavy goods vehicles, 
has increased and, as one of the major arterial roads 
into the town, it is essential they are made as safe as 
possible, this being the responsibility of the Devon 
County Council highways department. 

The restricted parking near to Ryalls Court has 
achieved this with the loss of probably six on-road 
parking spaces at one of the narrowest points in Seaton 
Down Road. The new permit parking in York and 
Highwell Road will, of course, displace parking to the 
surrounding areas but it must be remembered that most 
of the houses in the area were built when ownership of 
a motor car was low; they now have residents owning 
at least one vehicle with no off-road parking, hence

there will always be a premium on parking in the area. 

It may be worth asking EDDC why they allowed a 
change of use of a terraced house in Highwell Road to 
business use; the business running a fleet of cars for 
their employees, which are parked in surrounding 
roads. 

The issue of speed along Seaton Down Road will al¬ 
ways be an issue, as in every UK town and village. 
This has not altered due to the parking restrictions. In 
my experience most speeding vehicles are local resi¬ 
dents, so perhaps the people of Seaton should drive a 
little slower. 

On the question of house prices, this is just scare- 
mongering.

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Book on Beer lace is launched 


WHAT started as a quest to re¬ 
search the family history of her 
partner ultimately led to Soux 



White publishing her first 
book, writes Kevin Fahey. 

Soux’s interest in genealogy 
meant she was the ideal per¬ 
son to look into the family his¬ 
tory of Glyn Holford , who is 
a distant relative of Ida Allen 
who ran the Old Lace Shop in 
Beer. 

“It was the personal connec¬ 
tion that got me started into re¬ 
searching Glyn’s side of the 
family,” explained Soux. 

“For three years on and off I 
have been researching her 
story and that of Jane Bidney, 
who supplied Queen Victoria’s 
wedding dress lace and so 
many people said I ought to 
publish it that I was eventually 
persuaded to do just that.” 


‘Jane and Ida. Beer Lace 
manufacturers to Royalty’ tells 
the incredible story of the 
women who supplied the lace 
that became world famous for 
its quality. 

“It is more a social history of 
the two women rather than 
about lacemaking itself and 
the background of their work¬ 
ing conditions,” added Soux. 

“When you see old photos of 
the women making lace they 
are often working outside be¬ 
cause they didn’t have electric¬ 
ity and had to use natural light. 
It was that or working by can¬ 
dlelight.” 

Jane Bidney was a real entre¬ 
preneur who left Beer in the 
1830s to set up her own busi¬ 


ness as a lace dealer in St 
James which paved the way 
for her to supply the lace for 
Queen Victoria’s wedding. 

She was related down the 
years by marriage to Ida Allen, 
who started the Old Lace Shop 
in Beer and ran it until the mid 
1950s, employing over 100 
people at its peak, when it 
closed and was subsequently 
used as cafe before reverting to 
a private residence. 

Lacemaking still survives in 
Beer but as a hobby with the 
Beer Lace Group meeting reg¬ 
ularly in the Congregational 
Hall. 

If you want to find out more 
then Soux’s book will be avail¬ 
able from local shops.

Images from Life and Music 

Artist Nicholas Eastwood discusses his 
upcoming exhibition at the Beehive, Honiton 

“The works (approximately 65) 
in this Exhibition (painting, 
drawing, collage and ceramics) 
are derived from two main 
sources: music - both classical 
and flamenco - and secondly 
from experiences and places 
abroad, while on academic lec¬ 
ture exchanges over a fifteen 
year period for the University 
of Exeter to Europe and as an 
art student in Paris in the 60s. 

The majority of this Exhibition 
will be on show in October of 
this year at the Wolfson College 
Gallery, Oxford University. 

“In many respects my works 
are a diary, recording the Past, 
not necessarily major events 
but ones that I wanted to re¬ 
member, ones important to me 
at that time. Now, most, if not 
all my work, is connected in 
some way with countries over¬ 
seas, and distant horizons, al¬ 
though I do see myself as a 
very British painter. 

“I shall always be indebted to two of my dear friends and colleagues: Raymond Cal- 
craft, Former Head of Hispanic Studies at the University of Exeter and Conductor of 
the Royal Philharmonic Orchestra (RPO) Ensemble for making me seriously aware of 
Classical Music - the music of Joaquin Rodrigo in particular. My other great classical 
mentor, the late Dr Ulrike Schwartz, artist in his own right and Conductor of the Geor¬ 
gian Youth Orchestra. Under their guidance I have found an unlimited vocabulary of 
shapes and moods, listening to other orchestras’ interpretation and attending RPO’s re¬ 
hearsals etc. This culminated in my displaying 22 large works above the stage of the 
Royal Festival Hall with the Royal Philharmonic Orchestra, the Exeter Philharmonic 
Choir for the Rodrigo Centenary Concert in 2002. The Contessa de Aranjuez, Cecilia 
Rodrigo, the daughter of the Composer, has since become over the years a great friend 
and has always supported my work. She in fact awarded me the Schott Medal in Madrid 
in February 2013. 

“After being introduced to Pepe Romero by Raymond Calcraft in 1995 (both lifelong 
friends of Rodrigo) and hearing him play Flamenco, I immediately wanted to learn 
more of this fascinating and ancient tradition in music. This eventually led me to 
Malaga. The paintings and collage in this Exhibition will include a selection from a 
new Series Images from Malaga 2012-14, and are simply painted from informal fla¬ 
menco evening concerts, including dance, at the Kelipe Academy in Malaga. I have 
since worked with many Spanish guitarists who have explained and taught me various 
forms of flamenco music specially the influence of Arabic and North Africa music on 
that of Southern Spain. To give a background there is a small selection of personal 
photographs of guitarists with whom I have worked or who have influenced my work. 
I only now have come to realise the real wonder of what a single instrument can achieve 
- not only as a solo - but also in concerts with an orchestra. The interpretations and 
variations are endless.” Nicholas Eastwood.

A RATHER extraordinary coinci¬ 
dence is provoking a joyous musi¬ 
cal celebration in Colyton on May 
3rd. It has emerged that three emi¬ 
nent musicians, all with close ties 
to Colyton, will be marking special 
birthdays. The composer and con¬ 
ductor William Llewellyn will be

David Gabe, retired organist and 
choir trainer, will be 75 - on that 
very same day! 

One of the most popular figures 
to be found strolling down Church

sician, a composer and choral conductor known and loved by a vast swathe of 
the musical world, Bill is the sunniest of characters and has an encyclopaedic 
memory for anecdotes - you will never spend more than 40 seconds in his com¬ 
pany without having a good laugh. 

And by an extraordinary chance he shares his birthday with Nicholas Brown, 
Director of Music at St Andrew’s Church who was born exactly 30 years later. 
‘Nick’ as we know him, has fostered and nurtured the choir here for 25 years, 
composing, conducting, arranging music and playing the organ for all the serv¬ 
ices. Most importantly he has taken endless pains to encourage the junior choir 
members, organising concerts for them to give and courses to attend, and ferry¬ 
ing them here there and everywhere. With all this he is himself a fine performer 
on the flute and piano, giving frequent recitals on both. - it is hard to imagine a 
greater musical contribution to a town. 

In order to celebrate, the pianist Simon Watterton will be giving a recital at St 
Andrew’s Church. Simon has visited Colyton on many previous occasions and 
never fails to thrill audiences with his playing - always sensitive, frequently vir- 
tuosic, and with a patent love for the music always taking precedence. 

Simon trained at the Purcell School and at the Royal College of Music in Lon¬ 
don, where he won many awards. He is a regular recitalist at venues across the 
UK, including performances at Wigmore Hall, St. John's Smith Square, St. Mar- 
tin-in-the-Fields and many others. He featured as a Rising Star in the Interna¬ 
tional Piano Quarterly magazine, and thereafter completed a cycle of the 
complete piano sonatas of Beethoven in London. He recently played live on In 
Tune on BBC Radio 3 with the London International Players and will soon 
record his first CD.

Counting the cost 

It’s a good idea to have a frank discussion about finances 
before your teenager even applies for a provisional licence. 
Discuss the extent to which you’ll be able to help pay for 
lessons and how much he or she should plan on contribut¬ 
ing. 

Learning to drive is a costly business, and it’s important 
to have a realistic idea of the sums involved beforehand. 
Otherwise you can get into a situation where the teenager 
is making progress but has to take a break from lessons be¬ 
cause of cash-flow problems. 

How many lessons your child needs will depend on nat¬ 
ural aptitude and whether or not there’s the opportunity to 
practise. But it’s a good idea to budget for between 35 and 
50 hours, meaning a total tuition bill of between £1000 and 
£1400. The provisional licence costs £34 online, a theory 
test costs £25, and the practical test costs £62. 

Choosing the right instructor 

The first step in the process is to check that any potential 
instructor is a fully qualified Approved Driving Instructor 
(ADI). They can be identified by the green octagonal badge 
on their windscreen. A pink badge means the instructor is 
still a trainee. Then ask your friends and family members 


for personal recommendations, and follow up with addi¬ 
tional research. 

Call potential instructors for a chat to get a feel for them 
and their approach. And get your teenager to talk to them 
as well. If the instructor is someone they feel they can get 
on with, that’s really going to help the learning process. 

The need to practise 

It’s always a good idea for learners to practise between 
lessons if possible as it gives them the opportunity to con¬ 
solidate what they’ve been taught. Clocking up more hours 
at the wheel will also increase their confidence and expose 
them to a greater range of driving conditions. However, the 
prospect of sitting beside a learner-driver child can seriously 
unnerve some parents. If you feel like this, then there’s no 
point in forcing yourself to take your teen out for practice 
drives as it will just be upsetting for both of you. 

Anyone supervising a learner driver needs to be over 21 
and to have held a driving licence for the type of car they’ll 
be using (manual or automatic) for at least three years. 

You’ll also need to sort out suitable insurance. If your 
teenager is learning to drive in the family car then contact 
your insurance company and arrange to have them put on 
as a named driver. L-plates (L or D plates in Wales) will 
need to be displayed at the front and rear of the vehicle 
when they’re at the wheel. 

When it comes to deciding which aspect of their driving 


they should be practising, it’s best to liaise with the driving 
instructor, who will know what they need to work on. Of 
course, it’s important for parents to realise that the driving 
test has changed a lot in the last 20 years, and that driving 
instructors will be teaching the skills in the most up-to-date 
way. 

Test time... 

Exams are nerve-racking at the best of times, but driving 
tests can feel particularly harrowing. So be supportive, as 
teenagers will not only be afraid of letting you down, they 
will also feel under pressure from friends. A reputable driv¬ 
ing instructor won’t put students forward for the test unless 
they’ve reached the correct standard. 

A lifetime of safe driving 

It pays to book additional training after the test, particu¬ 
larly so that your son or daughter can become familiar with 
safe, confident motorway driving. You will need to let youi 
insurer know about the move from provisional to full li¬ 
cence status. Adding an 18-year-old to your policy is likely 
to cost several hundred pounds, but there are discounts if 
you agree to use some sort of telematics device that moni¬ 
tors and records how he or she drives.

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Mercedes-Benz Concept GLC Coupe 


IN A flowing transition, Mercedes-Benz lands 
the next coupe: the Concept GLC Coupe is a 
near-production-standard study that carries the 
successful GLE Coupe formula over into a more 
compact segment. The dynamically expressive 
show car combines typical stylistic features of a 
coupe with the sensually pure design idiom of 
coming SUV generations. This emotively ap¬ 
pealing fusion is further enriched with details 
that are strong in character. A twin-blade radiator 
grille, powerdomes on the bonnet and a four- 
pipe exhaust system form an aesthetic contrast 
to the harmonious, almost organic main body 
section. On the other hand, elements from the 
rugged off-road world, such as enormous 21- 
inch tyres, front and rear underbody protection, 
increased ground clearance and side running 
boards, are indicative of the off-road perform¬ 
ance potential of the Concept GLC Coupe. 

Gorden Wagener, Head of Design at Daimler 
AG, puts it in a nutshell: "With its modem and 
sensual design idiom, the Concept GLC Coupe 
gives a foretaste of future SUV models from 
Mercedes-Benz. At the same time, it embraces 
the typical values of tradition-steeped Mercedes- 
Benz coupes." 

The same successful blend of the multifunc¬ 
tional SUV and the emotively appealing coupe 
world of Mercedes-Benz that was so enthusias¬ 
tically welcomed with the GLE Coupe is now 
repeated with the Concept GLC Coupe. How¬ 
ever, the near-production-standard show car in¬ 
habits a more compact segment, as 
demonstrated by the external length of 4.73-me¬ 
tres and the 2.83-metre wheelbase. These two 
dimensions, together with the striking and mus¬ 
cular main body section, elongated greenhouse 
and large 21-inch wheels, provide an ideal basis 
for the typical, almost dramatic proportions of 
the sportily youthful coupe generation with the 
characteristic off-road touch. 

Distinctive front end, sculptural headlamp 
design 

At the front, a short, crisp overhang with up¬ 
right radiator grille and twin-blade louvre - 
characteristic of sporty Mercedes-Benz models 
- gives a first indication of the sporty philosophy 
behind the Concept GLC Coupe. The credo 
"Bom to race on every ground" is confirmed by 
the powerdomes on the bonnet, the sweeping 
lines of the A-wing below the radiator grille, the 
large side air intakes and the visually dominant 
underbody protection. Like all the trim elements 
on the concept vehicle, this typical SUV feature 
radiates in silver shadow to form an attractive 
counterpoint to the solar-beam paintwork and 


the all-round claddings in matt gun metal magno 
paintwork. 

Reminiscent of light sculptures, striking LED 
headlamps decisively shape the expressive face 
of the Concept GLC Coupe. All functions are 
united in one housing: for illumination, the day¬ 
time mnning lamps and turn indicators use the 
upper strip inserts, dubbed "eyebrows" by the 
designers. Below them are three rotating lenses, 
which appear to positively float in the deep, 
three-dimensional space and which adapt to the 
situation to optimally illuminate the road or ter¬ 
rain. Of course, the headlamps are non-dazzling 
for oncoming traffic in lower beam, upper beam, 
cornering light or active light mode. This is 
achieved by blanking out the light cone in the 
area of oncoming vehicles. 

Side profile with low-slung coupe green¬ 
house and large SUV wheels 

The perfection with which the intrinsically 
contrary design worlds of the coupe and the 
SUV have been brought into harmony with each 
other is revealed in particular by a side view of 
the just under 1.60-metre-high Concept GLC 
Coupe with the typical, elongated roof line of a 
sports coupe. Like the integrated roof rails and 
fully recessed door handles, the squat green¬ 
house with its frameless side windows blends 
perfectly into the vehicle's flanks to additionally 
underscore the coupe-like character. The inter¬ 
play with the high beltline, wide shoulders and 
accentuated wheel lips gives rise to extreme pro¬ 
portions that lend the Concept GLC Coupe a 
thrilling dynamism. This highly charged inter¬ 


action is given extra emphasis by the drawn-in 
waist between the dropping line and the lower, 
rearwards ascending light-catching contour. 

A clear indication of the more prominent SUV 
genes is given by sill extensions reminiscent of 
the side running boards on a classic SUV. Flush 
with the outside edge of the body, wide 21-inch 
wheels with large, heavily profiled tyres com¬ 
bine with the relatively high ground clearance to 
endorse the sportily dynamic off-road ambitions 
of the Concept GLC Coupe. 

Rear end with distinct coupe heritage 

The rear view of the precisely two-metre-wide 
Concept GLC Coupe in particular reveals the 
wide, muscular shoulders with harmoniously 
modelled wheel arches that house 53.3 cm (21- 
inch) wheels with 285/45 R 21 wide-base tyres. 
The four polished stainless-steel tailpipes of the 
exhaust system provide a visual highlight. 
Mounted in pairs above an A-wing similar to the 
one at the front and featuring characteristic un¬ 
derbody protection, the tailpipes underscore the 
sporty look of the coupe. 

Overall, it is the styling of the rear end that 
most clearly accentuates the coupe genes of the 
concept vehicle. Narrow, split tail lights, cen¬ 
trally positioned brand star and a sharp spoiler 
lip emphasise a design line that made its debut 
with the S-Class Coupe and which all Mercedes- 
Benz coupe models have since followed. Relo¬ 
cated to the lower section of the bumper, the 
number plate as well as the typical form of the 
rear window with its rounded upper area are 
among the further stylistic features.

The skill for the shortened game comes by having to 
negotiate the bowls around a block of wood (15 x 2 x 
2 ins) in the centre of the carpet. 

It is an ideal sport for those unable to play outside on 
the greens, but more especially it can be played all the 
year round. 

In Merriott, two sessions are held each week: Tuesday 
afternoons from 1.45 to 5pm, and Wednesday evenings 
from 6.45 to 10pm. 

The Tuesday sessions give people an excellent chance 
to have a go with club members on hand to give guid¬ 
ance. 

The Club has some bowls available for use although 
ultimately it is preferable to have your own set. The 
main essential is to have a pair of smooth soled shoes 
with no treads so that the mat is protected from damage. 

Short mat bowls is a friendly game perfectly suited to 
village community life, giving people a chance to enjoy 
a sport, which can become very addictive, but which 
mainly encourages people to step outside from their 
armchairs and make friends. 

Wednesday evenings are also the time when friendly 
home matches against other clubs in the area are played. 

Opportunities are also available to participate in 
leagues in the Yeovil and Chard.
